slander. “If ,you ‘write anything de- 
famatory of 4 person you are: tlinble to 

ban.action for libel Ifyou merely speak 
it he can bring an action for stander. © 
Now, ag a rule, a perton slandered | 
cannot bring ‘an action ‘unless |he can: 
show: that he has suffered some damage: 
which can be actually translated into! 
pounds shillings,, and pence. The’ law 
will'not bother about trifles. But there 
are exceptions to that ‘rule. : ; 

‘Any. word which ‘reflects ‘on the char?, 
acter or reputation of a girl or woman 
tenders the speaker liable td’ an action 
for damages for-slander, and it is -un- 
necessary for the plaintiff to show that 
she. has suffered any damage. The law 
asumes’.it, “Once. publication’ of ” the 
words has been established, the defendant 
is in grave peril. : He—or she—will have | 
to prove that the words spoken were true. 
Otherwise the damages maybe heavy. 

The' second exception refers to ‘the re- 
putation of professional: snd. business 
men. You must not attack their ability 
or honour unless you are ready.to prove 
what you say.. It is so casy when you 
have Jost'a case in court to cry. out.‘to 
your -friends that’ your lawyer was in-
